Ford believes America is economlc- 
lly sick, but that the Illness is not 
nearly so severe as it was prior to a 
few months ago. 
Ford discussed the nation’s financial 
malady early today just 
before

liner Bremen for a six weeks* motor 
tour of Germany, 
It took a long time to get sick, he 
said 
The illness was brought on by 
frenzied speculation in the stock m ar­ 
ket. 
And. by the same token, it will 
take as long for the cure. 
"But It’s a good thing the recovery 
prolonged,’* he said. 
"Otherwise 
the people wouldn't profit by the ill 
ness. 
It will take just as tong to get 
well as It took to get sick, and when 
it’s all over, we ll know things we did 
not know before. 
"I am inclined to view the matter 
optimistically because I can see that 
people are thinking now. 
Everybody 
thinking now. 
And that's some 
thing they didn’t do last year, or even 
two years ago. 
Very 
few 
people 
thought then. That is, they thought 
only of one thing. They thought of 
buying and selling stock. 
We've got plenty of business now 
simply because we didn't go dabbling 
in stocks. 
We were working 
and 
working hard when the others were 
fooling around with the market. 
Af­ 
ter all .the only thing that makes 
business is somebody's thoughts—the 
creating of something, or designing of 
something. 
You're not creating any­ 
thing when you're selling stock."

No progressive employer manages his plant without his ma­ 
chines kept in good running order, but less consideration has 
l>cen given to the needs of the human factor in industry, Miss 
Mary Anderson, Director of the Women’s Bureau of the United 
States Department of I^abor, points out. 
“ Proper working conditions by bringing health and happi­ 
ness to the w’orker repay the employer in dividends of money, 
goodwill and the efficiency of his employees,” Miss Anderson says, 
“and it is the aim of the Women’s Bureau to present facts which 
will aid both employer and worker in meeting the problems aris­ 
ing from the needs of the woman worker. 
“The Women’s Bureau has no powers of law enforcement. 
Throughout its 12-year existence, first as a War Service and liter 
as a bureau in the Department of Labor, it has bean a scientific 
organisation. Standard making and fact-finding have been its 
dual purpose set forth in the bill passed by congress which cre­ 
ated it. 
“The standards suggested by the Women’s Bureau as a guide 
to the proper employment conditions of women are far from radi­ 
cal and are not new and untried theories. Many employers had 
adopted such standards long before the Women’s Bureau came 
into existence and had found them profitable both to themselves 
and to the workers. 
These standards formulated by the bureau, in conjunction 
with employers and with labor. Include: The 8-hour day; the Sat 
urday half-holiday; rest periods; clean, welLaired, well-lighted 
workrooms; guarded machinery and other safety precautions; 
adequate and .sanitary service facilities; wages based on the job 
and not on sex—and the many other conditions that are requisites 
for a healthful, happy work-a-day life. 
Understanding and knowing through scientific investiga­ 
tions under what conditions women are employed and presenting 
tnese facts to the public,” Miss Anderson said, “constitute the 
fact-finding service of the Women’s Bureau. 
“Although in the bureau studies, working conditions are of­ 
ten found in conformity and even better than the standards ad­ 
vocated by the bureau, conditions have also been found which did 
not approach them in any way. Ix>ng hours, poor pay, unhealth­ 
ful working conditions, the absence of humane employment poli­ 
cies— w'hich would be a means of constructive help in the present 
period of unemployment, are all too frequent characteristics of 
the industrial situation of today. 
“If more employers could realize the importance of the human 
factor within their gates and would watch and follow' the experi­ 
ments in proper working conditions which have brought goodwill 
and efficiency to the more progressive leaders, instead of follow­ 
ing in the old ways as long as things are running smoothly, there 
would be less of the industrial trouble today so inevitable. 
“The old proverb ‘Three is none so blind as one who will not 
see,’ can be applied to many cases in our industrial life. 
“The facts presented through the investigations of tho Wom­ 
en’s Bureau should assist both workers and employers in under­ 
standing and overcoming unsatisfactory industrial conditions aud 
they are presented in that spirit—the spirit of helpfulness to all.”

RADIO AND THE 
BYRD EXPEDITION 
Now that the Byrd Antarctic 
expedition has returned in glori­ 
ous triumph, one can look back 
and marvel at the way radio 
helped as well as kept us in con­ 
stant touch with the party during 
its long months of isolation in the 
icy wilderness. 
In this modern machine age, one 
is apt to take much for granted. 
Airplanes, hiph-speed motor cars, 
giant ocean liners, towering build­ 
ings, no longer thrill us. But there 
is something different about radio, 
something mysterious. 
The fact 
that one can send messages thou­ 
sands of miles through free space, 
Scross bare ocean wastes, jungle 
forests of strange life, and distant 
lands never sighted by man, with­ 
out the aid of wires or messengers 
and in a bare instant of time, is 
enough to thrill even sophisticated 
modems. 
A Great Achievement 
Daily progress of the ByTd ex­ 
pedition was radioed to New York. 
In all, the station at “Little Amer­ 
ica’1 handled some 15,000 mes­ 
sages. 
Much practical and spec­ 
tacular work was done in commu­ 
nication 
between the exploring 
planes and the base. 
This con­ 
stant 
interchange 
of 
messages 
with the explorers while away 
from the base, had much to do 
with the fact that every man who 
went on the expedition returned 
with ll alive. 
Some remarkable radio records 
were achieved by the Byrd expe­ 
dition. At one time the station at 
Little America was in communica­ 
tion With a station in Greenland— 
m distance almost from the South 
Polo to the North Pole. 
At an­ 
other time communication was es­ 
tablished With the Graf Zeppelin, 
as the latter circled the globe on 
its world tour. 
More remarkable 
perhaps than these feats was the 
fact that one of the exploring 
planes actually exchanged radio 
messages with New York City. 
According to Admiral Byrd, the 
reception of especially-broadcast 
radio programs contributed great­ 
ly to tho morale of the explorers 
during the long Antarctic night 
from April to August, when they 
were marooned from the rest vt 
the world. 
Truly radio is a mysterious and 
wonderful force that continues te 
thrill the world by its accomplish* 
m ents.
